02-08STM AWARD OF BID - GOVERNMENT LOTS WATER MAIN
EXTENSION, PHASE I

This was the time to consider award of bid for the STMGID Government

I, be awarded to the lowest responsive, responsible bidder, Horizon Construction, Inc., in
the amount of $43,854.00; that Chairman Sferrazza be authorized to execute the contract
documents when received; and that the Utility Services Division Manager be authorized
to issue the Notice to Proceed.

02-09STM SET PUBLIC HEARING - PROPOSED REVISION TO SCHEDULE
OF RATES, TOLLS, CHARGES, LIENS, DEPOSITS, PENALTIES,
CONNECTIONS AND DISCONNECTIONS

Ted Rolfs, Fiscal Compliance Officer, commended the Water Rate Task
Force and the Local Managing Board for their efforts in regard to the proposed rates.  He
explained that 4.36 percent of the proposed increase is inflation related; and 2.75 percent
is related to County overhead, so STMGID will be able to pay for the services it receives
from the County Manager's office, the Treasurer's Office, etc.  Mr. Rolfs stated the last
rate increase was effective in February, 2001 and explained in detail how the commodity
cost plus the capacity cost drive the water rates, stating that even if the capacity is not
utilized every month, the utility still has to pay the costs of delivering that capacity every
month.  Mr. Rolfs then responded to several questions from Board members and stated
other issues they focused on were upcoming capital needs for the District and establish-
ing a cash reserve.  A discussion also ensued concerning different charges for the cus-
tomers who are conservative and use less water and the surcharge for the arsenic treat-
ment.

On motion by Commissioner Short, seconded by Commissioner Bond,
which motion duly carried, Chairman Sferrazza ordered that the public hearing to con-
sider adoption of the proposed revisions to the District's Schedule of Rates, Tolls,
Charges, Liens, Deposits, Penalties, Connections and Disconnections, and Rules and
Regulations for Service of Property from the Facilities of the South Truckee Meadows
General Improvement District be scheduled for Tuesday, May 28, 2002 at 2:00 p.m..
